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Ford takes new stance, 
asks 12% rebate on 74 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Scrapping 
much of his go-easy economic pro­ 
gram, President Ford will seek tough 
new antirecession measures: a 12 per 
cent rebate on 1974 personal income 
taxes, import barriers that will lead to 
higher gasoline prices and a lid on 
most federal spending. 
“We are in trouble,” the President 
told a national 
television 
audience 
Monday in a speech from the White 
House library' that previewed Wednes­ 
day’s State of the Union message. 
Ford said the country is not on the 
brink of a 1930-style depression. He in­ 
dicated WIN buttons are no longer 
enough and said the government must 
take strong measures to counter unem­ 
ployment and recession as well as in­ 
flation. Among them: 
—A 12 per cent rebate on last year’s 
federal income taxes, up to $1,000 per 
tax return, that would release $12 bil­ 
lion jf potential purchasing power to 
consumers. An average family of four 
earning $12,000 in 1974 and paying $1,- 
228 in taxes would get $147.36 in two 
equal payments in May and Septem­ 
ber. 
—$4 billion in investment tax incen­ 
tives for business. 
—A $30 billion increase in energy 
taxes and tariffs designed to make 
Americans cut down on the use of 
gasoline and fuel oil. This will likely 
mean a sudden price hike of about 7 
cents a gallon in retail gasoline with 
even higher prices to come. 
—A one-year moratorium on new 
federal spending programs and a clear 
threat to veto any new money meas­ 
ures passed by Congress. 
—A temporary 5 per cent ceiling on 
federal pay increases and a similar lid 
on automatic boosts in Social Security 
benefits and government and military 
retirement. 
Ford said he would use his emergen­ 
cy powers to raise the tariff, or import 
fee. on petroleum by $3 a barrel within 
90 days. The idea is to encourage con­ 
servation and development of alterna­ 
tive sources of energy to high priced 
Middle East crude oil. 
Most of the program will require 
Congress’ approval, and early reaction 
showed Ford’s desire to give even 
wealthy taxpayers a slice of the 1974 
rebate was in for tough sledding. 
“Any credit for 1974 taxes would 
have to be given to the low and mod­ 
erate income group to be acceptable to 


Congress in my judgment,” said A1 Ul 
Iman, D-Ore., and acting chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, the panel that must clear all 
tax bills. 
Ullman agreed with Ford on the 
amdunt of money needed to stimulate 
the slumping economy —$43 billion 
that is likely to leave Ford, an avowed 
fiscal conservative, sporting the big­ 
gest budget deficit since the free- 
spending New Deal administration of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Most of that sum derives from ener­ 
gy tax revenues that Ford said should 
be passed through to consumers, busi­ 
nesses and local governments in the 
form of payments and credits. This in­ 
cludes a cash payment to the poorest 
Americans who pay no income tax at 
all. 
Ford chose the informal setting of 
the basement library, at times stand­ 
ing near a blazing fireplace, to convey 
his stem message to the country. 
“Americans are at their very best 
when the going is rough,” he said at 
the outset. “ Right now the going is 
rough and it may get rougher. But if 
we do what must be done, we will be 
well on our way to better days.” 
A few hours earlier. House Demo­ 
cratic leaders laid down their remedies 
for the nation’s ills including limited 
wage-price controls on the biggest in­ 
dustries, allocation of credit to housing 
and small business, more public serv­ 
ice jobs and tax cuts of more than $10 
billion. 
Rep. Jim Wright, D-Tex., author of 
the Democratic alternative, said after 
the speech that the President “wasn't 
very long on alternatives except for his 
statements a nout the tax cut, which I 
find very attractive.” 
Ford, on the other hand, continued to 
shun wage-price controls. He asked la­ 
bor and management to show volun­ 
tary restraint. “No one will be allowed 
to prosper fiom the temporary hard­ 
ships most of us bear willingly,” he 
added. 
But the emphasis on volunteerism 
and inflation as “public enemy No. 1” 
—so much a theme of Ford’s earlier 
economic policy —was missing. “The 
reason 
is 
that 
the 
situation 
has 
changed,” he said. “ You know it and 1 
know it. 
“What we need most urgently today 
is more spending money in your pock­ 
ets rather than in the Treasury in 
Washington.”

A killer snow storm which buried the 
Midwest under heavy snows and as­ 
sailed the Appalachians rumbled off to 
attack New England today, leaving be­ 
hind it a heavy' shroud of snow and a 
climbing death toll. 
The total of storm-related deaths 
stood at 53 today and authorities were 
searching for at least nine persons re­ 
ported missing in the aftermath of the 
storm’s march across the Midwest. 
Seven inches of snow piled up in 
Concord, N.H., and four inches of snow 
was reported in Worcester, Mass., and 
heavy snow warnings were in effect for 
Maine and New Hampshire. 


Temperatures dropped sharply Mon­ 
day as the storm launched its assault 
on New England, where a day earlier 
sunshine and spring-like temperatures 
had brought residents out from their 
winter's hibernation. 
Weekend temperatures had reached 
the 60s in Boston and the 40s and 50s 
elsewhere, but the mercury plummeted 
to the teens and 20s Monday as the 
storm approached. 
The storm brought New York City its 
first snow of the season Monday night, 
but it ended as quickly as it started. 
The National Weather Service had pre­ 
dicted three to five inches of snow for 
the area and issued a heavy snow war­ 


ning, but the city received only a dus­ 
ting and the warning was canceled. 
National Guard troops manned snow- 
moving equipment and hay-lifting heli­ 
copters in the blizzard-clogged Mid­ 
west, the site of the storm’s weekend 
seige. 
Schools were closed and traffic was 
snarled Monday in the Appalachians as 
the storm lumbered over the area, 
dumping a knee-deep blanket of snow. 
The National Weather Service said 
parts of Pennsylvania received up to 
15 inches of snow from the storm and 
West Virginia and Tennessee got up to 
12 inches. A foot of snow at Charleston, 
W. Va., marked the largest snow accu­ 
mulation in nine years. 


The storm and the sub-zero cold 
wave w’hich followed it were blamed 
for 11 deaths in Minnesota, 11 in Iowa, 
10 in Nebraska, 8 in South Dakota. 2 in 
Michigan and 1 in Illinois. Storm-re­ 
lated plane crashes claimed 10 lives 
—7 in a crash in Virginia and 3 in a 
Kentucky crash.

about 100 
schools remained closed by towering 
snow drifts Monday, officials said a 
search was under way tor eight young 
persons believed to have been camping 
in Kanabec County when the worst 
blizzard in 35 years swirled over the 
state. One persons was listed missing 
in snow-socked South Dakota.

Police Officer Steve Shurtleff said 
that, Hollist’s actions in the Monday in­ 
cident were

Shurtleff said that Hollist was in the 
savings and loan company to visit his 
daughter Mrs. Julie Ann Murphy, a 
teller, about 3 p.m. 
Hollist talked to his daughter for a 
brief time until 
several 
customers 
came to the teller’s window. Hollist 
watched as his daughter waited on the 
customers. 
But, one of the customers passed a 
note to Mrs. Mruphy saying, “Keep 


cool. I’ve got a gun on you. Give me 
your 100’s, 50’s and 20’s Quick.” 
Mrs. Murphy became frightened, and 
her father standing in the next teller’s 
window sensed that she was in trouble, 
said Shurtieff 
Hollist watched his daughter hand 
the customer $600 in cash and went 
over to her booth. Hollist, a well-built 
6-footer, suddenly put a bear hug on 
the customer. Mrs. Murphy tripped the 
robbery alarm, bringing pclxe to the 
scene. 
Hollist took the suspected robber to a 
chair in another part of the bank, and 
held him there until officers arrived 
Shurtleff said the suspect, identified 
as Leonard Andrew Peltak, 51, of Id­ 
yll wild, after officers arrived told a

today. Police said they found a toy 
rubber revolver in the suspect’s poL.- 
et, along with the cash.

Pentagon okays YF16 for Air Force; 
pitch opens to sell plane to allies 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - The U.S. gov- 
ernment today nrtde its formal bid to 
sell 350 General Dynamics YF16 jet 
fighters to a consortium of four of its 
European allies. 
But tough competition from entries 
by France and Sweden, the multi-mil­ 
lion dollar price tags and tears of soar­ 
ing inflation complicated the picture. 
Within hours of the Pentagon deci­ 
sion to make the YF16 the Air Force's 
new lightweight fighter, Air Force As­ 
sistant Secretary Frank Shroniz met 
officials from Belgium, Netherlands, 
Denmark and Norway to urge them to 
order the plane to replace their aging 
F104 Starfighters. 
But the YF16 has stiff competition 
from the French Dassault Mirage FI 


M53 and from the Swedish Saab Vig- 
gen. Both France and Sweden, like the 
United States, followed months of hard- 


m 11 campaigning with formal offers 


this week. 
The Europeans’ decision is expected 
in late winter or early spring. There 
have been Increasing signs that the 
four nations might break their earlier 
agreement to buy the same plane and 
split thetr order between General Dy­ 
namics and Dassault. 
The basis of all three companies bid 
w'as an offer to give the four countries 
such a large share of the manufacturing 
work on the planes that they would 
nearly recoup their total cost. General 
Dynamics, for instance, predicts the 


Europeans could offset 88 per cent of 
their cost if they pick the YF16, with 
Holland and Belgium earning back 95 
to 100 per cent. 
U.S. defense sources here refused to 
cite the exact cost which Shrontz of­ 
fered the Europeans, but General Dy­ 
namics Vice President Otto Glasser 
told newsmen here that “ I would ex­ 
pect it to be less" than the $4.5 million 
per plane which has been estimated. 
European newspapers have reported 
fears recently among their govern­ 
ments that this $-1.5 million figure 
might soar, through inflation or cost 
overruns, to $6 million or more — well 
above the Mirage estimate of $5.5 mil­ 
lion.

The man who picked them up at Half 
Moon Bay, south of the city, was 
gentle, son-spoken, courteous and very’ 
friendly, Miss Kehling said. 
Falzon said officers were “investigat­ 
ing the possibility” ot a similarity to 
the so-called “ Zebra” killings of 12 
whites by black gunmen which culmi­ 
nated in the arrest of four persons last 
June. 
“ But we are not labeling it another 
‘Zebra’ case right now,” he said. 


Common-law wife held in fatal shooting of mate 


A Pomona man was shot to death 
Monday during a domestic quarrel in 
his home and police booked his com­ 
mon-law wife on suspicion of murder. 
The shooting occurred at noon at 
2345 N. Mountain Ave. The victim was 
Robert Tilden Walker, 37, a construc­ 
tion worker. The suspect is George 
Ann Williams, 35, described by officers 


as a widow and Walker’s common-law 
wife. 
Walker was shut while standing in 
tha kitchen. He was struck twice in the 
upper left chest by two bullets fired 
from a .22-caliber revolver — a wea­ 
pon described by officers as a “ Satur­ 
day Night Special.” 
He managed to walk into the den, 


where he collapsed on a couch. 
When officers arrived, they ordered 
Mrs. Williams from the house and then 
entered and found Walker m the den. 
He was alive, but lived less than 30 
minutes. 
Police said that earlier Monday, 
Mrs. Williams had called and asked 
how she could obtain a complaint 


against Walker. Later she called and 
said he had been shot and she asked 
that officers be sent there. 
Walker was rushed by ambulance to 
Pomona Valley Community Hospital, 
but died despite efforts of physicians 
there. The body was taken to the coro­ 
ner’s office in Los Angeles and an au­ 
topsy was planned today.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Legislative 
Analyist A. Alan Post says he believes 
that Gov. 
Edmund G. 
Brown J r.’s 
proposed state’ budget has underesti­ 


mated welfare costs. 
The result of such a miscalculation 
could substantially reduce the size of 
the currently projected $574 million 
surplus for the coming fiscal year. 
In his public discussion of the bud­ 
get, the veteran legislative analyst told 
the Senate Finance Committee Monday 
he also was concerned about an “unu­ 
sual and tricky. device” proposed for 
financing construction of new college 
and university facilities. 
Post said he believed Brown’s prop 


osed $300 million increase for welfare 


and Medi-Cal was “ low.” 
“ For example, the budget provides 
for only a 10 per cent increase.” Post 
said about Medi-Cal expenditures. 
He also questioned, in view ot the 
troubled economy, the Brown admin­ 
istration’s estimate that weltare rolls 
m the huge Aid to Families with De­ 
pendent Children category would drop 
by 14.000 persons during the year. 
Post’s “ unusual and tricky device” 
comment to Brown’s call for “ loaning” 
money to higher education for con­ 
struction and then submitting to voters 
a pair of bond issues to repay the state 
treasury.

No prosecution witnesses 
Sanity trial of bomber 
suspect goes to jury 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Testimony 
in the sanity trial of al'eged “ alphabet 
bomber’’ Muharem Kurbegovic came 


to an abrupt end Monday when the 
prosecution announced it had no wit­ 
nesses to counter the testimony of four 
psychiatrists that Kurbegovic is insane. 


A jury of eight men and four women 
was expected to begin deliberations to­ 


day. after final arguments. 
They must decide whether KurbegO' 
ic. 31. a Yugoslavian immigrant, is 
mentally capable of standing trial on 
10 charges, including three murder 
counts for allegedly planting a bomb ai 
the Los Angeles International Airport. 
The resulting b'ast Aug. 6 was the 
deadliest bombing of a U.S. civil air 
term inal, killing three, wounding 35 
and wrecking much of the terminal. 
Kurbegovic has refused to say * 
vord since his arrest. 
His public defender produced four 
psychiatrists w-ho testified that Kurbe­ 
govic is mentally deranged to a severe 
degree One psychiatrist described him 


as “a raving maniac ... a mad bom­ 
ber 
The final witnes». Dr. f ranklin Dru- 
cker. admitted that he had “ a strong 
bias” toward sending doubtful mental 
cases to trial, but that in Kurbegovic s 
case, he agrees with the other psy­ 
chiatrists that the defendant is com­ 
pletely out of touch with reality 
Kurbegovic “ sufters from some kind 
of paranoid psychosis” and has exhi­ 
bited 
“craziness.” 
the 
psychiatrist 
said. 
All the psychiatrists testified that 
Kurbegovic does not even know what 
he is charged with, and is convinced 
he is on trial for masturbating in a 
public restroom. 
The 
prosecution, 
in 
cross 
exam­ 
ination of the doctors, *ried to establish 
that Kurbegovic was a “ m aster ot de­ 
ceit. who pulled a slick con job” on the 
psychiatrists, feigning madness to es­ 
cape a possible sentence to the gas 
chamber. 
One psychiatrist countered that 
if 
Kurbegovic is pretending to be insane 
“he is the best at it I’ve ever »een.’ 


Sirhan court appeal claims 
guard may have killed RFK 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The Cali­ 
fornia Supreme Court today considered 
tn appeal to reopen the investigation 
into the assassination of Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy, on the grounds that Kennedy 
m ay have been shot by a security 
•uard. not Sirhan B. Sirhan. 
* Attorney Godfrey Isaac filed appeals 
frith the court Monday, on behalf ot 
Sirhan. now serving a life sentence tot 
rhe 1968 assassination. 
Isaac based his appeal on the con 
troversial “ second gun theory’,” citing 
reports and including affidavits from 
two experts indicating that more than 
one gun was fired in the melee that 
killed Kennedy and wounded five oth 
ers. 
The appeal argued that there are 
•rounds to believe that Thane Eugene 
Cesar, then a part time employe of the 
Ace Security Guard Co.. had fired his 
pistol during Sirhan’s attack on Ken­ 
nedy. and that Cesar’s bullet may have 
hit Kennedy. 
Cesar was not available for com­ 
ment. Cesar, police and other wit- 
nesses have said in the past that onl> 
Sirhan fired any shots. 
Isaac’s petition maintained that Ce­ 
sar’s gun was never test fired, and 
such tests cannot be carried out now 
The pistol wfas sold to a resident of 
Arkansas, and w’as subsequently stolen 
and never recovered, the appeal said.

Congressional leaders 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford is pushing for a tax cut that 
would benefit all levels of wage ear­ 
ners —from the very rich to the very 
poor. But the overwhelmingly Demo­ 
cratic Congress has other ideas. 
Influential congressional Democrats 
say any cut in taxes —such as Ford’s 
proposed 12 per cent 1974 rebate up to 
a 
maximum 
of $1,000 —should be 
aimed only at those in the lower to 
middle income brackets. 


House Speaker Carl Albert said to­ 
day he believes “ there will be a differ­ 


ence about whether there will be a 
ceiling, an income ceiling on taxpayers 


who will be eligible for the tax cut.” 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- Wash., 
echoed Albert’s sentiments by saying 
“there will be a tax cut ... but it will 
not be the tax cut that he (Ford) has 
in mind because it does not take care 
of the middle and low income groups” 
Jackson predicted that Congress will 


enact legislation that would set a cut­ 
off point of $15,000. The tax rebate, 
Jackson said, would begin to decline 
after that salary level is reached. 
Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., incoming 
chairman 
of 
the tax-writing 
House 
Ways and Means Committee, said the 
panel would begin work on a tax cut 
soon with an eye toward having a bill 
on the House floor in March. But he 
also 
said 
Ford’s 
program 
would 
probably 
undergo sginificant 
altera­ 
tions. 


Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Minn., said 
he supports Ford’s plan for an imme­ 
diate tax reduction, “but I want it to 
go to moderate and low income famil­ 
ies.” He also suggested that the rebate 
should be effective for two or three 
years and that a single repayment be 
made by the government in April, in­ 
stead of in two installments as sug­ 
gested by Ford. 
On the GOP side, House Republican 
leader John Rhodes praised 
Ford’s 


program 
and 
predicted 
quick 
con­ 
gressional action on enacting a tax re­ 
duction. 
“ I think the plan is right for this 
tim e,” Rhodes said. “The President 
has put a great deal of thought in on it 
and I think if anything will work in the 
near term, this will.” 
He predicted that the tax cut pack­ 
age could be enacted by April 12 at the 
latest. 
Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott 
said that both Congress and the Presi­ 


dent were “ striving for the same thing 
—to provide more money for people, 
more jobs, and to conserve energy.” 
“ All that’s needed now is to nut the 
country’s interest first and work to­ 
gether,” Scott said. 
Assistant Senate Republican leader 


Robert Griffin called Ford’s proposal 
to increase tariffs on oil imports “ in­ 
flationary” but said it was the best op­ 
tion open to dealing with the energy 
crisis.

Lee M urtha, 42, whose husband runs 
a trucking firm in a Philadelphia su­ 
burb, says she’s just glad the Presi­ 
dent is doing something now instead ot 
skiing. 
And Jane Duerck of Cincinnati said 
Ford should cut the budget by laying 
off “ some of those federal employes.” 
Most Americans responding ta a UPI 
man-in-the-street random survey today 
were pleased that Ford made some 
strong proposals in his speech to the 
nation Monday night, even though they 
disagreed on many of the proposals 
themselves. 
The 
unscientific 
survey 
indicated 
Ford’s plan to hike oil taxes and thus 
increase gasoline prices was the most 
contoversial. 
“The income tax proposal sounds 
good, but not taxing gasoline up 20 
cents a gallon,” said Jesse J. Baer, 56, 
of Cleveland. “There’s so much of it 
now I don’t think we need any more 
tax on gas. 
“ He has to do something. At least 
it’s better than skiing,” said Mrs. Mur­ 
tha, 42, of Ridley Park. Pa. “ It’s the 
most I’ve heard out of him for a 
while.” 
Miss Shalom of Hollywaad said, “The 
tax cut is a good thing but the rise in 
gasoline prices will cancel it out. 
“ That’s really going to hurt here in 
Southern California where we all really 
need our cars to get to work.* 
Mike Brink of Manhattan Beach, Ca­ 
lif., an insurance claim s adjuster, was 
skeptical about the tax cut. 
“ It doesn’t give you too much con­ 
fidence when the guy comes out in one 
breath and says we need a 5 per cent 
tax surcharge, and then turns around 
four months later and says we need a 
12 per cent tax rebate,” he said. 
Other comments: 
Edith Freedman, 34, of Philadelphia: 
“ Something is wrong when they raise 


oil prices in the winter and they are 
not going to give you a rebate until 
May.” 
F.d Hasenhour of Louisville, Ky., a 
restaurant owner: “ Something has got 
to be done for the economy. I just won­ 
der whether this will create more infla­ 
tion.” 
Jane Duerck of

worsen as a result. 
But others were excited by reports 
the President, in his State-cf-the-Union 
address Wednesday, would call for a 
reduction to 42 per cent from 48 per 
cent in the permanent income tax on 
corporations. 
“ If this is true, it could be a bom­ 
bshell,” said Monte Gordon, vice presi­ 
dent of Dreyfus Corp. “ It might be the 
real sleeper in the whole program .” 
“ If he (President Ford) does come 
through with the corporate tax rate 
cut, it could spark a strong stock m ar­ 
ket rally,” Ralph Acampora, analyst 
for Harris, Upham, said. 
* Much of what he said Monday night 
had been discounted, but Wall Street 


and big business would react vigorous­ 
ly if he said he would cut corporate 
taxes. We need something like that.” 
The automobile industry, which suf­ 
fered in 1974 the worst nonstrike sales 
year since 1939, would benefit greatly 
from the President’s proposal to grant 
it a five-year extension on implement­ 
ing anti-pollution standards in return 
for better gas mileage.

Man who helped ailing wife he loved 
commit suicide fined, given probation 


PONTIAC, Mich. (UPI) — Robert C. 
Waters says he loved his wife of 40 
years and managed to talk her out oi 
suicide each time she threatened u 
during three troubled years. 
But the 65-year-old tormer Clarkston 
high school principal finally gave in to 
his ailing wife’s desire to “die with 
dignity.” 
Two months ago, he switched on the 
ignition in the couple's car, helped his 
wife, Kathleen, 65, inside kissed her 
goodbye and closed the garage door. 
For his “crime of love” , Watets was 
sentenced Monday to 30 months proba­ 
tion and fined $3,750. 
“ I am well aware that there were 


those who said no charge should have 
been made,” said Oakland County Cir­ 
cuit Judge William J. Beers. 
Beer said as he pronounced sen­ 
tence: “ You did commit the crim e of 
m anslaughter.” 
A storm of letters flooded the county 
prosecutor’s office after Waters was 
charged with manslaughter in the Nov. 
13 death of his wife. 
Waters pleaded no contest to the 
charge. 
Waters told police his wife had been 
ill and possibly mentally disturbed for 
several years. 
He said the reason he did not stop 
her from committing suicide was be­ 


cause "rather than die the way she 
feared, a cripple maybe and mentally 
affected, 1 would rather let her make 
her own choice and die with dignity'."

appeared 
flushed 
when 
he 
heard the sentence, and then walked 
silently out of the courtroom. 
He could have been sentenced to a 
maximum 15-year jail term and a $7,-

“Ten of the 20 repair firms 
in Washington and 10 of the 


20 repair firms in New Or­ 
leans claimed 
to have 
re­ 
placed parts or tubes which 
in reality did not need to be 
replaced,” the

“Such fraud occurred four out 
of 20 times in the San Fran­ 
cisco tests.”

discourage cheating actually 
drove up repair costs because 
licensing 
regulations tended 
to reduce competition.

Don't sell CBS 
stock: hold on

Q — I have a loss of about $2,000 in 100 shares of CBS, Inc. 
(N Y S E ) bought late in 1972. Where do 1 go from here: take 


the loss, wait it out or double up? M .A. 


A — Your last alternative would be my choice. This premier 
broadcaster and perennial leader in TV network ratings is 
headed for another banner year. Benefiting prim arily from 
strong advertising sales. CBS-TV is leading the way in broad­ 
cast operations (about two-thirds of earnings), with the eco­ 
nomic slowdown not yet having affected profits. Barring a 
serious recession, earnings should continue to rise next year as 
television is becoming the chief advertising medium and the 
last area to be cut by advertisers. Meanwhile, under new ma­ 
nagement, the company has disposed of certain marginal acti­ 
vities and strengthened its financial position over the past two 
years. Net in 1974 should approach $3.75 a snare, up from last 


year’s $3.27. Buy. 


q _ what is your opinion on the advisability of purchasing 
INA Investment Securities for a conservative investor seeking 


gradual appreciation? N.S. 


A — This closed-end bond fund, which is traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange, began in January. 1973. Initially, the 
fund emphasized short-term obligations, but switched into long­ 
er-term bonds during the second quarter of that year. This 
move proved to be premature as interest rates soared and 
bond values declined. As a consequence, IN A ’s trading price 
fell from an initial $25 a share to $14. The shares have moved 
up about 15 per cent from this low* and at current levels are 
selling at around a 12 per cent discount from net asset value.

However, do not take it for 
granted that your headaches 
are due to psychological prob­ 
lems until you see a physician 
and make certain that there 
is no separate physical cause 
for your headaches. If your 
doctor feels these headaches 
are from tension then you can 
attempt to analyze the source 
of the tension.

represent the total 
personality in relation to its 
environment. 


According to 
Dr. 
Arnold 
Friedman, 
physician-in-chief 
at the Montefiore Headache 
Unit, New York City, and 
chairman of the World Com­ 
mission for the Study of Hea­ 
daches, persons who get ten­ 
sion headaches are likely to 
be highly competitive, rigid 
perfectionists who approach 
problems intellectually rather 
than emotionally. 
Tension 
headaches 
repre­ 
sent reaction to stress. Usual­ 
ly, the stress is emotional, 
but sometimes it can be from 
such things as bad posture. 
Migraine headaches are also 
usually triggered by emotion- 
a 1 
factors. 
Research 
has 
shown that about 10 per cent 
of headaches not classified as 
tension or migraine have as 
their underlying cause some 
physical disease or disorder. 
People who suffer from ten­ 
sion headaches are apt to 
work too hard, relax too little 
and worry' too much about 
gaining tlie approval of oth­ 
ers. Dr. Friedman says the 
individual who suffers from 
tension headaches is apt to 
compulsively 
overload 
his 
time and talents and then 
overrespond to the load. As 


he 
points 
out, 
no 
matter 


what drug is used to treat the 
tension headache, there is no 
substitute for insight into hu­ 
man behavior. The best thing 


you can do, if your headaches 
are caused by tension, is to 
try to analyze where the ten­ 
sion is coming from and then 
to correct the situations that 
produce it. 


The point is that you must 
begin to find productive out­ 
lets for the tension and anger 
you feel, ar.d ycu must make 
certain that it is never misdi­ 
rected toward your children 
or your husband. If, for in­ 
stance, you feel that you have 
limited your interests to chil­ 
dren and family in the past, 
take 
constructive 
steps 
to 
broaden your interests, either 
by taking snechl adult educa­ 
tion courses, or by pursuing 
whatever hobbies youu may 
have buried in the past.

UNITED NATIONS (UP!) 
— Although the world’s air­ 
lines earned more passengers 
and freight in 1974 than ever 
before, the growth rate for to­ 
tal traffic was the lowest

Soon in double digit figures 
Industrial states 
feeling job pinch 


By United Press International 
Double digit inflation came 
first. Now, in one state and 
perhaps soon in two more, the 
jobless rate has to be calcu­ 
lated in two figures, too. 
A UP1 survey of major in­ 
dustrial states shows Mich­ 
igan. with its heavy' depen­ 
dence on the auto industry, 
had an unemployment rate of 
11.2 per cent in December, 
far above the national aver­ 
age of 7.1 per cent. 
In California, 9 per cent of 
the work force was idled in 
December. In New Jersey, 
unemployment was 8.2 or 9.5 
per cent in November, de­ 
pending on whose statistics 
are used! 
And officials in both those 
states are predicting rates of 
10 per cent or better soon. 
The hardest hit major city 
in the nation is Detroit, where 
the auto makers have been 
laying off workers in near re­ 
cord numbers to bring the 
jobless rate to 12.4 per cent. 
The double digit unemploy­ 
ment figures dramatize the 
worsening recession, now con­ 
sidered by many experts a 
bigger threat to the economic 
health of the nation than ris­ 
ing costs. The rate of inflation 
has been above 10 per cent 
for several months now. 
New Jersev’s labor and in­ 
dustry commissioner. Joseph 
A. 
Hoffman, 
predicted 
the 
state’s jobless rate will be 10 
per cent when the December 
figures are completed later 
this month. 
California’s 
unemployment 
rate is expected to reach 10 
per 
cent 
bv 
mid-summer. 
Unemployment there is tra­ 
ditionally higher than Hie na 
tional average because the 
state has a higher proportion 
of young persons and women 


in its work force of 9.1 million 
and because of its many sea­ 
sonal industries. 
Pennsylvania's jobless rate 
of 7.4 per cent was slightly 
above the national average 
and Paul J. Smith, state la­ 
bor secretary, said it appears 
January' will bring "more of 
the same.” 
The recession hit those four 
states harder and faster than 
other industrial 
states, but i 
there were growing signs that 
unemployment in New York 
and Ohio and was growing 
faster than the national aver­ 
age and soon would exceed 
it. 
And for Michigan. Califor­ 
nia and New Jersey', there 
are even harder days ahead. 
Director S. Martin Taylor 
of the Michigan Employment 
S e c u r i t y Commission said 
January unemployment would 
exceed even the record levels 
of December because of auto 
layoffs. 
Ohio, the nation’s second 
largest auto producing state, 
had an unemployment esti­ 
mated at 6.7 per cent in De­ 
cember, up from 6.1 per cent 
in November, and the state’s 
Bureau of Employment said 
it 
would 
increase 
in 
the 
months ahead. 
New York’s unemployment 
rate was 6.8 per cent in No­ 
vember but cutbacks in con­ 
struction. 
textiles, 
printing 
and paper and electrical serv­ 
ices growing. Buffalo, with an 
8.8 per cent, was hit hard by 
auto, food processing and rub­ 
ber campanv 
layoffs.

York City had a 7.4 per cent 
rate. 
Texas and Illinois are two

A fire at Pomona’s Casa Colina Hos­ 
pital which destroyed a mobile therapy 
center adjacent to the hospital Jan. 3 
is now believed to be a case of arson, 
tire officials said today. 
Damage at first estimated at $30,000 
has now been revised to ref leer, a loss 
of more than $40,000, according to 
Thomas Fee, inspector of the Pomona 
Fire Department. 
The fire originally believed to have 
started from a cigarette destroyed the 
trailer which housed the therapy room 
for lower back ailments and expensive 
treatment equipment only recently pur­ 
chased with federal funds, Fee said. 
But a recreation of the circums­ 
tances under which the fire broke out 
showed that it could not have started 
accidentally, Fee said. 
He said the fire apparently was 
started by someone at a portion of the 
trailer that had been damaged earlier 
when someone accidentally backed a 
car against it. 
That accident had exposed a portion 
wf the interior wall paneling. The fire 
was started from the outside at the 
spot where the paneling was exposed. 
The arsonist apparently stuffed paper 
into the crack and then lit it with a 
match, Fee said. 
Fireman Dave Cowman suffered mi­ 
nor bums as the crews from four eng­ 
ines battled the blaze.

Seeking slate funds 
Supervisors to m e e t in S o c ro m e n to 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) — At 
least four members of the Board ot Su­ 
pervisors will meet in Sacramento to­ 
day and Wednesday with members of 
the county’s legislative delegation to 
discuss 39 separate legislative prop­ 
osals recommended for passage by 
county agencies and departments. 
Supervisor Mrs. Nancy Smith is not 
expected to attend because she is still 
recovering from a siege of the flu 
which had her hospitalized several 
weeks ago. 
The bulk of the proposals involve 
suggestions that would shift some of 
the county’s financial burdens to the 
state. 
One of the proposals, for instance, is 
for legislation which would provide 
more funding from the state for snow 
removal. This measure was proposed 
by the Public Works Agency which last 
year budgeted $200,000 for snow remov­ 
al but spent $721,060. 
The county was reimbursed by the 
state for only $107,540 of this total. 
Another of 
the 
proposals 
is 
for 
réintroduction of a bill which if ap­ 
proved would save the county more 
than $1 million now payed to the state 
as the county’s share of the Medi-Cal 
program. 
The legislation, which is of impor­ 
tance state-wide, would change the lor- 


mula for calculating shares in the pro 
gram by basing it on increases and 
decreases in the population rather than 
on assessed valuation in the county. 
A bill that would accomplish this was 
approved by the legislature last year, 
but was vetoed by Gov. Reagan. 
Another recommendation would re­ 
quire the state to provide the funding 
for an amendment to the vehicle code 
which requires counties to conduct pre­ 
sentence investigations for all persons 
convicted on a second or subsequent 
charge of drunk driving. 
This legislation went into effect onh 
last summer but has already cost the 
county $56,742. Between July 1 and 
Nov. 26. 1974 the county spent $82.058 
to support 
this 
program 
but 
the 
amount collected in fines came to only 
$25,742. 


A related matter proposes legislation 
which would require specified prescrip­ 
tion drugs to carry a warning against 
driving if the drugs are taken in com­ 
bination with alcoholic beverages. 
The county will also seek reimburse­ 
ment for expenditures of funds totaling 
about $750,000 resulting from the inves­ 
tigation and trial of 14 persons who 
were involved in the escape of Ronald 
W. Beatty from the California Institu­ 
tion of Men in Chino. 
All 14 defendants in the case were 
convicted of either first degree murder 
or harboring a fugitive from justice. 
Last year the legislature approved a 
bill that would have provided reim­ 
bursement for the county but the bill 
was vetoed bv the governor because 
the case did not have “statewide im­ 
portance.”

C. Joseph Barfield, director of spe­ 
cial projects in Pomona, said the mo­ 
ney will be used to offer six preschool 
classes, for 20 pupils each, at six ele­ 
mentary schools. 
Barfield said these classes will differ 
from Head Start and state preschool 
offerings in that they will not be limit­ 
ed to children from low-income famil­ 
ies. 
He said one-third of the children en­ 
rolled will not be Spanish speaking. 
Schools where classes will be taught 


are yet to be determined. Information 
will be released within a short period 
io let parents know when and where to 
register their children, Barfield said. 
Ed Lopez, director of intereultural 
education at Chaffey, said that dis­ 
trict's grant will be used to develop 
programs at Ontario and Alta Loma 
high schools to help Spanish surnamed 
students 
meet 
graduation 
require­ 
ments. 
Lopez said they are in the process of 
recruiting people to staff the pro­ 
grams. In their next application, they 
will seek funds to expand the program 
to two more high schools, Lopez said. 
Lloyd said both grants, awarded by 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, will help Spanish-speak­ 
ing youngsters into the mainstream of 
an English-speaking society.

The Pomona City Council agreed 
Monday night to call upon a noninves- 
tigative arm of the U.S. Department of 
Justice in attempting to solve current 
problems between the minority com­ 
munity and police. 
After hearing an agency spokesman 
explain its function, the council agreed 
to permit the Community Relations 
Service (CRS) of the Department of 
Justice to begin operation in the city in 
a mediation role. 
Angel Alderete, CRS mediator, told 
the council that his agency is in no 
way an investigative or fault-finding 
team. Its goal is to get the various dis- 
puting groups to communicate and 
reach some agreement that both sides 
can live with. 
“We try to define what the two sides 
are saying, moving back and forth be­ 
tween them, and reach a point where 
they can get together and talk, 
said 
Alderete. “We try to promote some 
sense of justice.” 
The tvro sides in dispute are the Po­ 
mona Police Department and members 
of the minority community. 
Four weeks ago a group called the 
Minority Coalition for Equal Justice 
appeared before the council to charge 
the police with harassment of minority 
and poor persons, and use of excessive 
force in making arrests in the minority 
neighborhoods. 
At that time a spokesman for the Mi­ 
nority Coalition told the council that 
the group could not work or commu­ 
nicate effectively with Police Chief F. 
P. Wallick. 
The group originally called for a full- 
scale investigation of its charges, but 
changed directions last week by asking 
that the CRS mediator be called in in­ 
stead. 
Alderete explained that the agency s 
first action will be to thoroughly assess 
the situation in Pomona and determine 
whether the situation justifies CRS in­ 
tervention. 
He assured the council that whatever 
reports result from the CRS operation 
in Pomona will be for internal use only 
and will not be reported publicly. 
This was in response to council 
members’ worry that the police might 
appear somehow' “indicted 
bv the 
agency’s presence in Pomona. 
“I don’t want anyone to have that 
impression,” said Mayor Ray Lepire, 
“because I think the Pomona Police 
Department has been doing a very fine 
job.’*

In other business, the council waived 
portions of the city’s normal hiring 
practices in anticipation of receiving 
about $200,000 in federal job funds dur­ 
ing the next several weeks. 
The funds are from the Comprehen­ 
sive Training and Employment Act 
(CETA) Title VI and should provide 
about 25 jobs for Pomona residents 
The jobs must be filled by Feb. 10, 
however, or the city will lose the fun­ 
ding. Because of the early deadline, the 
city’s Personnel Department could not 
operate under the normal procedures 
for accepting applications, testing, in­ 
terviewing and hiring. 
City' officials are still unsure exactly 
what amount ot money will be re­ 
ceived, how many jobs will be provided 
and what those jobs will be. When 
those determinations are made, the 
jobs will be publicly announced and ad­ 
vertised in the classified section of the 
Progress-Bulletin. 
The council approved an expenditure 
of some $19,800 for the purchase of 
about three-fourths of (me acre of va­ 
cant land on the west side of Temple 
Avenue. The land will be used as part 
of the site for city Fire Station No. 7 
near Pacific State Hospital. 
The council also approved the calling 
for bids on the construction of res­ 
trooms at Sharkie Park. The city esti­ 
mates the cost of the project at near 
$30,000. Bids w ill be opened Feb. 4 
A request from the Pomona Redeve­ 
lopment Co. for a 120-day extension on 
phase two of the Pomona Financial 
Center was approved by the counciL 
The request involves the northwest 
corner of Garey Avenue and Mission 


Boulevard where the United California 
Bank and six-story office building was 
to be erected. 
Due to rising construction and fi­ 
nancing costs the project is being de­ 
layed and may be scaled down to a 
three story structure, the council was 
told.

The blockade of the Bosporus 
cut off the flow of spices from the Far East, an 
indispensable product in preserving meat and mak­ 
ing it edible for aristocratic taste. 
Italy and France were virtually helpless, but Por­ 
tugal and Spain, being maritime powers, moved to 
overcome the challenge. The former courageously 
developed a sea route through unknown ^ateis 
around the Cape of Good Hope and across the In­ 
dian Ocean, unmolested by the land-bound Moslems. 
The return cargoes yielded a handsome reward tor 
die entrepreneurs who had taken the risks. 
The Spaniards chose a more imaginative and 
much more hazardous “Project Independence.

WASHINGTON — It isn’t enough lor 
President Ford to offer new economic 
solutions. He should also change the 
economic guard. For the old guard has 
badly mismanaged the economy. 
Their failure can be measured in hu­ 
man misery. They are responsible tor 
throwing hundreds of thousands out of 
work, causing thousands of business­ 
men to go broke, pushing the poor dee­ 
per into poverty and reducing the pur­ 
chasing power of all Americans. 
There is no longer any doubt that the 
Federal Reserve Board restrained the 
money suppiv too much. This caused 
mtere-'t rates to soar until businessmen 
l ould no longer afford to borrow- capit­ 
al. They were forced to cut back pro­ 
duction, lax off workers and curtail ex­ 
pansion. 
Ot course, the President doesn’t con­ 
trol the Fed. But his economic mana­ 
gers not only worked closely with the 
Fed but completely misread the eco­ 
nomic sians. 
They got him all fired up against in 
flat ion when hi^ bugest worry should 
have been recession. On October 15, he 
declared war on inflation with this 
ringing appeal to the American people: 
■postpone 
unnecessary 
borrowing. 
Wait for interest rates to come down. 
Save as much as you can.” 
Thirty davs later, the 
President’s 
economic advisers began to panic over 
the economic slump and they sot him 
to issue a new clarion call, advocating 
exactlv the opposite. 
“Somehow the word has gone out 
that the best way to deteat inflation 
and revitalize the economy is to curtail

spending," he said, not mentioning that 
he was the one who had put out the 
word. “Nothing,” he declared, “could 
be further from the truth." 
Onlv last October. President Ford 
was calling tor a five per cent tax in­ 
crease. Within 60 days, he began to 
change his tune. Now he is talking 
about a multibillion-dollar tax cut to 
restore consumer purchasing power. 
Yet the people who misled the Presi 
dent and brought hard times to mil­ 
lions of Americans are still running the 
economy.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The economists are 
happy. Despite their talk of fine tuning, they’ve no 
ver had a clear fix on how to handle infat ion. Talk 
with four economists will net you five theoi ies. 
But they do know what do do about a recession. 
Spend. And keep on spending until we are out of the 


slump. 
Here they are in agreement. 
But they’re wrong. There’s a major bug in that 
theory in the 1975 economic bogdown. Government 
deficit spending, more money in our pockets from 
tax breaks, added unemployment benefits and pub­ 
lic service jobs will not solve our problem. Without 
increased production of basics, these actions will 
merely drive prices skyward. We’ll r-ompete more 
heavily for what’s available. Which will increase in­ 
flation and put us back to where we are now. 
For the new buying almost certainly will be sen­ 
sibly centered in the day-to-day essentials — which 
are even now soaking up our funds. The unem­ 
ployed, given extended payments or public-serviee 
jobs, and the employed, given a tax break, will not 
rush out to buy an expensive new house or car. 
They’ll want to see daylight first 
Our troubles have a deeper bass. Basic production 
capacity over the years has not increased suf­ 
ficiently to employ all U.S. workers, or to supply 
the increase in demand as moro Americans moved 
into the middle class. This Insufficiency would exist 
even if the economy were surging, which it certain­ 
ly is not doing today. 
There are many reasons for this failure to build 
production capacity and this slower-than-desirable 
increase in productivity. In part it has been because 
of a lack of confidence in our future economic 
growth, in part because of senseless government re­ 
gulation, in part because bigness has created compla­ 
cency and in part because the new breed of big 
managers are bureaucrats who are unwilling to take 
chances. 
There has been a hefty shift of investment in new 
production overseas by American companies, stimu­ 
lated by a variety of tax incentives. That is, 
or 
years we have exported jobs and have simulta­ 
neously failed to create them in sufficient numbers 
here at home. Without this continually expanded 
and upgraded capacity, an increase in demand can­ 
not possibly be matched by the requisite increase in 
the output of essentials. 
For curing a recession, or an inflation, theie is no 
substitute for increasing investment in basic in­ 
dustry and for stimulating productivity and new 
products in order to put more men and women into 
production. 
Ideas are not in short supply. Inventive scientists 
and engineers are coming up with more improve­ 
ments and feasible new concepts than ever before m 
history. But there’s a shortage of risk capital. 
There’s a reluctance to take chances. 
A good deal more of our thinking, therefore, must 
go into eradicating barriers. 
Only in this way will we be able to transform 
more 
of our consumers into producers, convert 
more 
of 
our 
unemployed, 
underemployed 
ana 
"unemployables" into workers. 
Men and women out of w-ork through no fault ol 
their own need assistance* And we all deserve a tax 
break. But we should not kid ourselves into thinking 
such patchwork will end the recession — though, 
like all recessions, it will probably run out of steam 
eventually regardless of whatever mistakes this ad­ 
ministration makes.

The tier I part of your annuity will be increased automati­ 
cally under cost-of-living provisions. At present it appears the 
first such tier 1 increase will be effective in June 1975. 
Starting in June 1977, the tier II part of your annuity is also 
subject to a separate cost-of-living increase, but it will be 
based on only 32.5 per cent of the preceding year’s increase in 
the Consumer Price Index.

North of Shaktoolik and Pikmiktalik, 
Holikachuk and Cape Romanzof. It’s 
even farther north than Kwiguk and 
Uralakleet and Kushokwim Bay. From 
Shishmaref you could throw a stone into 
Siberia.

“Soured 
seal liver is made in the summer 
time,” Agnes Kiyutelluk notes. “ Place 
liver in enamel pot or dish and cover 
with blubber. Put in a warm place for 


Most of the boys 
ard girls don’t like it, except the 
grown-ups and old people. I don’t like 
it either." 
\nother taste treat for the senior 
citizen- is ptarmigan small intestine 
Alma 
Navokpuk writes. 
“Cook 
the 
small intestines about 5 seconds in 
boiling water. Old men and women al­ 
ways want to eat them.” 
And so it goes through reindeer soup, 
sourdough hot cakes, bear feet and 
raw seal flippers. For a balanced diet, 
the Eskimo uses greens — asak-luk, 
na-zek-meek-tak. 
meloogutdut, 
a n d 
pick’niek (mouse food). Of the latter. 
Christine Barr writes, “Some people 
dig pick’niek. They are a plant. They 
wash them first. We eat them wtth 
seal oil. They are good. They taste like 
sugar.

DEAR DR. LAMB-When I was a 
young girl I lived part of my life on a 
nice farm where we had a hundred 
scapes of bees. One summer it was my 
duty to watch where the bees went 
when they swarmed. I was stung very 
often. Older people would often see me 
when wearing a bee sting and would 
say it was too bad, but now I would 
not suffer from rheumatism later in 
life. 
Well, now I am 82, and it seems that 
the old saying may be true. 1 am 
curious to know if it is just a happy 
accident or if they really knew. 


DEAR READER—That is often said, 
but there is nothing to it. Fortunately not 
everyone gets arthritis and you are one 
of the lucky ones. You wouldn’t have 
had it even if you had never seen a bee 
in your life. 
This wives’ tale is dangerous since 
bee stings can be dangerous to some 
people. 
They 
can 
cause 
a 
violent 
shock-like reaction. These people need 
to be treated to decrease the danger of 
a severe reaction to an unexpected 
sting by a bee or wasp.

D E A R D R . L A M B - ! agree 
thoroughly with keeping one's weight 
down to normal by watching choleste­ 
rol, fats, and sugar, plus proper exer­ 
cise. Two glasses of fortified skim milk 
per day is a must. 
Some of my friends tell me they use 
nonfat dry milk. When mixed and 
placed in the refrigerator overnight it 
tastes all right. It is much less expen­ 
sive than fortified skim milk. We all 
know the prohibitive rise in food costs 
daily. Is this dried milk just as good 
and will it do the same for you as the 
more costly skim milk? I cannot see 
where the word skim is used on the 
box. 


DEAR 
READER-The dry 
nonfat 
milk powder is an excellent food. I rec­ 
ommend its use in low-fat, low-cho- 
lesterol food preparation because it is 
a good source of high quality protein 
and calcium. 
You can increase the amount you use 
in recipes for desserts, sauces and 
even in making homemade bread. That 
increases the calcium and protein in 
the diet without increasing the fat in­ 
take. 


Look on the top and bottom on the 
box. The Carnation brand, 
for ex­ 
ample, says nonfat dry milk on the top 
and bottom but not the sides. It is as 
good in every way as the fortified skim 
milk you buy and is a lot cheaper. 
There is an improvement by letting 
it stand mixed overnight in the refri­ 
gerator. Don’t ask me why. Adding a 
little bit of salt also helps enormously. 
(1 don’t recommend this for patients 
who must watch their salt intake.) I 
have ofteir wondered if in the process­ 
ing, some salt wa6 lost that affected 
the flavor. 
Still another technique is to add a 
little bit of honey to the milk and let it 
stand overnight in the refrigerator. 
You will notice the honey flavor, bur it 
is an agreeable change. 
As most cartons of dry milk powder 
tell you, it can be mixed with regular 
milk to improve the flavor. Just mix 
up a quart of milk with the powder 
and add it to a quart of regular milk. 
That will cut down on the fact intake 
and lower the milk bill. Of course, to 
keep the fat real low you could use 
fortified skim milk instead of regular 
milk for the half and half mixture.
